The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 20th May, 1950 relate to 
1 58 towns with an estimated population of 18,359 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28,421 thousands. Thus 68% of the total number of towns 
representing 65% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 10.553 and 8.389 representing birth 
md death rates of 29 -9 and 23 ‘8 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) Stales (Farts A and C ). — The data here relate to 135 
towns with an estimated population of 15,881 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, Delhi, Orissa and Madhya 
Pradesh could not be included. The total number of towns is 
201 and their population is 24,668 thousands, Thus 
67% ofthe total number of towns representing 64% of the 
total population is oovered. The numbers of births and 
deaths recorded in these towns were 9,209 and 7,691 
representing birth and death rates of 30-1 and 25-2 per 


thousand of population respectively. The table at the 
end gives the position by states.

The towns of Hathras, Etawah, Sambhal, Banaraa and 
F&rrukhabad-Fategarh in Uttar Pradesh reoorded 
high death rates of 91-2, 74-4 619 53 7 and 51'2 per 

thousand of population respectively, The high death rates 
in these towns were largely due to deaths from fevers; deathf 
from respiratory diseases also were considerable in Etuwati 
and Farrukhabad-Fatehgarh. Smallpox accounted for a fair 
number of deaths in Sambhal. 

(B) States (Part. B ). — The data here relate to 23 town; 
with an estimated population of 2,478 thousands. The total 
number of towns b 32 and their population is 3,753 
thousands. Thus 72% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 60% of the total population is oovered. The numbers 
of birth# and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,344 and 
098 representing birth and death rate# of 28 -2 and 14 6 
per thousand of population respectively.
